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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "system for 
maintaining and cultivating cells comprising a small-scale chemical or biochemical 
reactor comprising a plastic substrate comprising a plurality of reaction units contructed 
and arranged to operate in parallel (claims 168-173, 183, 191, 199) must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim s 168-173, 183, 191, 199, recites the limitation "plurality of reaction units" 
in claim 163, 164, 166, 167, respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claims 157-173, 176-199 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The specification discloses the "reaction unit 16" as having a chamber for 
cultivating and maintaining cells (page 9, line 30 thru page 10, line 26). The claims 
specify "at least one reaction unit". However it is unclear as to the structural relationship 
of the "at least one reaction unit" to the "fluid pathway", "chamber contructed and 
arranged to cultivate cells", "membrane", "enclosure", and "heating unit". 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 157-173,176-199 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
